and machine manufactory of R. Hoe & Co. in Gold 
street, and the First Baptist Chureh, which are im- 
mediately oppos'te the scene of conflagration, very 
aarrowly escaped the general ruin. Both were re- 
peatedly on fire, and it wae with the greatest diffi- | 
culty and most strenuous exertions they were pre- 
carved. The eaves and several of the windews and 
shutters of the former, and all the wood work in 
front, and part of the roof of the latter, were de. 
stroyed. Several of the buildings on Clilf street 
were also slightly damaged. 

Such was the combustible nature of the property 
destroyed, that the flames spread with a rapidity we 
have never seen surpassed; and owing tothe great 
difficulty experienced in procuring water, it is matter 
ofsurprise that the devastation was checked as early | 
asitwas. The amount of the whole loss it is impos- 
sible to state, but it is supposed to exceed $150,000. | 
Messrs. Hue & Co. were fully insured ; Mr. Dear- 
born had an insurance of $800 on his stock, and suc- | 
ceeded in saving*most of his stereotype plates; but 
as far as we can learn there was no insurance on the | 
restof the property. Mr. Bloomer’s loss is very great 
as he had manufactured a large spring stock, awa, 
was not insured for a cent. 

Before the establishment of Mr. Bloomer had taken | 
fire, the upper part of the north side of No. 38 un- 
expectedly fell upon it with a tremendous crash, and 
erushed a great part of the house. Mr. Bloomer very | 
narrowly escaped being buried in the ruins, and there | 
is strong reaso.1 to fear that two, if not three persons, 
have been buried ia them, as they are known to have | 
been in the building ator very near the time, and 
have not since been heard from. 

Several stacks of chimneys and portions of walls 
remained standing after the flames were subdued, 
one of which fell about eight o’clock yosterday mor- 
ning, and crushed a person who was passing against 
the iron railing of the church, breaking both his 
thighs, and crushing his abdomen in so horrid a man- 
ner that he survived buta short time. The name or

THE LATE ATTEMPT TO POISON, 

A narrative of the circumstances connected with 
the reward of one thousand dollars, offered by the 
Mayor of this city, for the discovery of the person 
who attempted to murder the family of Mr. Otis, 
has never been inserted in this paper, the following 


accouut from the American, baving been hitherto 


accidentally deferred : 

On the evening of the last thanksgiving day, or 
abont that time, a person called atthe house of Mr. 
James W. Otis, in Bleecker street, and delivered to 
the servant who opened the door, two samples of 
coffee, one burnt and ground, the other raw, and ina 
foreign accent, either natural or affected, said they 
were sent to the owner of the house on trial. 
fact was mentioned to the ludy of the house, who 
afterwards spoke of it to her husband. 
that he had ordered no samples of coffee to be sent 
to his house, and they were accordingly laid aside by 
| the cook under » belief of some mistake. On the 
| morning of the 19th inst. Mr. Otis having lef. the 
city, and no information having been received con 
cerning the samples, the cook of her own accord, 
considering the matter to be of liltle consequence, 
served up the coffee for the family breakfast. ‘The 
| party at breakfast were two ladies and two children ; 
not finding the coffee as good as usual, they partook 
of it in small quantity, but without suspicion of the 
mischief: neither of the ladies swallowed an entire 
cup full. ‘The children took milk, with a few tea 
| spoonfulls of coffee stirred into it. By the time that 
| the persons in the kitchen were finishing their break- 

fast, the two ladies and one child, the other having 
| gone to school, became sick, and on this being an. 
nounced to those in the kitchen, they all responded 
that they [four in number] were so too, ‘Terror 
| now prevaded the family. A man was sent in quest 
of a physician, but was tov sick to proceed far. 
Mrs. Otis had no resource but to cry for assistance 
tu her neighbors, who most promptly and kindly 
rallied around her. Three eminent physicians were 
quickly on thespot, and finding that the whole family, 
eight in number, were affected with great nausea and 

vomiting, considered at first thut some merely emetic

poison were developed in various degrees in every

It is evident, therefore, that these difficulties 
should be obviated, ere effectual results can be ex. | 
pected. We are taught, from our infancy, to regard | 
the assuming classes as composed of superior beings, 
and born to live by our servitude; and these invi- | 
dious notions of distinction are engendered by the | 
education we receive in school, as weil from public | 
lectures up to manhood. Hence the great mass are | 
centinually trammelled through life, by slavish and | 
besotted associations, and those who are bold enough | 
to break through, and uphold the truth, in defiance | 
of custom, are branded as evil designing and discon- | 
tented men, and every snare is laid for their des. | 


| truction: unfortunately many are too weak to with- | 


stand temptation, er too viciously inclined to act a | 
just part towards their fellow men, and their fall | 
gives acolor to the suspicions which are industri. | 
ously fostered against all public characters. These | 
suspicions, together with our want of confidence in | 
our own abilities, tend to paralyze every endeavour | 
to every virtuous and noble design ; and the niggard- 
liness! of muny to subscribe the smallest trifle, to- | 
wards any public purpose, is another painful cause | 
of retarding the march of united improvement. 

The situation of that class ef workmen to which | 
we immediately belong, from various causes, is truly | 
to be deplored—the disunited state into which we 
have fallen, and from which the unkindly feeling of 
of other trades has been at times called up against | 
us. ‘Theimpossibility of some, and the readiness of | 
others, to make themselves the tools of unprincipled 
and speculative manufacturers, and other dishonest 
employers, have all combined, to induce us to make 
an attempt, to the best of our abilities, to organise | 
the Weavers of this city, and by our example, we) 
hope, Weavers generally throughout the Union, and | 
when once organised, will join that most honorable | 
body, ** The National Union of Trades.” 

The necessity of such a Union must be obvious to 
any one in the least connected with the Weaving 
Trade; but as there may be some here who have no 
connection or knowledge whatever of that branch of | 
ill-requited industry, for their information, and that } 
of the public generally, we will here state a few | 
startling facts, calculated, in our opinion, not only 
to justity a resort to union, to resist the encroach. 
ments of the unprincipled employer, but if practica- 
ble, to effect a rise in the price of weaving. Our 
numbers may be estimated at from 450 to 500, two 
thirds ef which are employed at colored, the remain. 
der at white work. It is common for us to work 
from 12to 14 hours per day, and many, to the un- 
precedented number of 16 hours, for which the clear 
proceeds of 6 days’ labor will not exceed, upon the 
average, from three and a half to four dollars 
for colored, and from four and a half to five dollars 
for white work. For the truth of this statement, we 
refer you to the books of any respectable nianufac 
turer, orany Weaver who has kept a correct state- 
ment of his earnings forthe last 12 months. Is this 
amount sufficient to keep a family in the necessary 
comforts of life?
